SACRAMENTO, 
June 
17.—The 
State Board of Education 
has just 
granted retirement salaries to 61 ad 
ditional teachers in California, m ak­ 
ing 212 in all on the record. 
These 
retired teachers draw an annual sal­ 
ary, annuity or pension of $500, pay 
able in four quarterly installments of 
$125 each. 
These retirement salaries, 
however, are not paid by the tax pay­ 
ers of the state, but chiefly 
by 
the 
members of the teaching 
fraternity 
themselves at the rate 
Of $1.00 per 
month each. 
In this way 
the state 
receives over $100,000 yearly, or more 
than enough to pay all 
the retire­ 
ment salaries so far claimed. 
Iii ad­ 
dition, the fund receives five per cent 
of the collateral inheritance 
tax, a 
state tax collected from the estates of 
wealthy persons after 
death. 
This 
amounted to $78,854 last year. 
A case of vital interest to the pub­ 
lic school teachers of the state has 
been recently settled in San Francis­ 
co. 
Shirley King, and twenty other 
teachers appealed to the Slate Super­ 
in te n d en t of Schools, 
alleging 
that 
t,he city board of education 
had il­ 
legally withheld their salaries, refus­ 
ing to recognize experience 
outside 
the city in rating them according to 
the salary schedule. 
Superintendent 
Hyatt rendered a decision in favor of 
the teachers. 
To every one's aston­ 
ishment the city board accepted the 
I supt! ;,ueiiutiu a decision 
as 
gospel 
gave up Hie contest, and paid down 
the money. 
This was an agreeable 
surprise all round, as both parties to I 
the controversy had lined up for a 
protracted legal battle.

decided to establish Its lath-house in 
Santa Ana, trees from it to be trails 
planted at the 
county 
farm. 
The 
board will lease a lot for the lath 
house, which will be about forty-eight 
feet square. 
County Forester 
J. M. Grant 
has 
made a round of the nurseries from 
Redlands to Santa Monica, and pre 
sented a list of seedlings that can be 
purchased ready 
for 
potting. 
The 
board ordered the purchase of about 
12,500 seedlings of eight or ten vari 
eties, for about $320. 
Setting 
trees 
fifty feet apart, 210 will plant a mile 
both sides of the road. 
G rant stated that the nurseries are 
practically bare 
of 
cedar 
deodar, 
which he considers one of the best 
street trees. 
Moreover, the seed men 
in this country are out t)f deodar seed, 
and none can be obtained short of 
France, 
if 
there. 
Trees 
of 
that 
species two feet high in Los Angeles 
are bringing $2 apiece. 
Grant 
re­ 
ported locating a place where 2,000 
small deodars that can be bought for 
$150, and the purchase was ordered 
by the board. 
The board expects to have its lath- 
house built within ten days, and it will 
not be long before it will be 
filled 
with small trees, a large proportion of 
wnich will be ready for planting on 
the highways next spring. 
The rea­ 
son for establishing the lath-house in 
Santa Ana instead of at the county 
farm was due to two reasons, one be­ 
ing that better w ater pressure is se­ 
cured here, it being the purpose of the 
forester to irrigate the 
plants 
and 
seeds by the use of a very fine spray, 
and the other the necessity of having 
the nursery close 
to 
the forester’s 
home that he may give it personal at­ 
tention every day. 
The board reported to the Board of 
Supervisors that 
less 
than 
$2,000 
would cover all expenses likely to be 
incurred by the Board of Forestry b e­ 
tween now and January I, 1915. Of 
that sum $750 will be for the forester’s 
salary.
